Where would’ the 
Casey Jones TV series have been without it? 
(We saw even that odd Hollywood discovery, 
the dam that bursts when it overtops the 
meticulously placarded maximum safe level 
because, unlike all other dams I've ever 
seen or heard of, it hasn't got a spillway. 


Now, apart from the fact that the Casey 
Jones series bears no relation to the true 
story of the real-life John Luther Jones, 
top link driver of the Illinois Central (a 
story I'd like to retell in a future issue 
of the Journal, for I have the details), 
just about every railroading detail that 


could be wrong in that otherwise attract- 
ive series is every bit as wrong as it is 
possible for a film studio to make it - 


which is more incorrect than anything ever 
was or could be in real life. 


The heroine of the series is genuine 
enough. That, little old 4-6-0 with the 
long narrow fire-box (revealed by. the gap 
between the second and third pair of coup- 
led wheels) didn't have to be faked and 
couldn't be messed up because she is a 
real engine, carefully preserved. But 
the real Casey never drove anything so old 
fashioned as that engaging little wood— 
burner - not in the passenger service, any 
way, and if he ever drove one in his pre- 
vious freight service, that could only have 
been at the very beginning of his career 
as an engineer. (It is appropriate to use 
the American term in this article). For 
nearly all his freight service, he drove a 
handsome "Consolidation" that was brand 
new when exhibited at the Columbian World 
Exposition in Chicago in 1893. It was 
from this engine that he graduated to the 
"Cannonball", (In those days, almost 
every fast train in the U.S.A. was called 
by that name}) And his engine, No. 382, 
though a ten-wheeler (4-6-0), was for 1900 
(when he graduated to express running) the 
latest thing in locomotive design.

If you have nat yet heard of the "Penn 
zntral", you are destined to do so before 
Ing. The Penn Central is a new railroad 
ympany which results from a merger of two 
" America's largest, namely the Pennsyl- 
ania R.R. and the New York Central R.R. 
vese two lines, competing for business in 
ich of the Eastern States area, have been 
ishing each other towards bankruptcy for 
jite a while. A merger appeared to be 
1@ answer. 


However, agreement between railroad 
mpanies, difficult as it is, is not the 
ily requirement for a merger inthe United 
cates. The merger must receive the O.K. 
com the I.C.C., a government commission 
2t up to protect the interests of other 
arties affected - the passengers, freight 
istomers, employees, and the nation in 
2neral. The parties to the merger had 
2 make many concessions during negotia- 
.ons. They agreed to take over the bank- 
ipt Newhaven R.R.- they gave the brother- 
ods of railroad employees a guarantee 
vat no one would be sacked, but only re- 
.aced after retirement or death. 


The new railroad has $6,300,000 in 
ssets, will operate on 40,000 miles of 
cack in fourteen states and two Canadian 
‘Ovinces, using 4,200 locomotives, 195,000 


-eight cars and 4,937 passenger cars. 


The corporation has many other inter- 
sts. For example, it is the nation's 
argest landlord, with property ranging

The Penn Central also has a nice little 
irse to spend, about $500 million in 
ict. Most of this came from the sale of 
ve Long Island R.R. to New York State in 
166, and from the gradual sale of the 
irfolk and Western and the Wabash. Est- 
vated savings from the merger are expect- 
{ to be about $80. million a year, rang- 
ig from hardware purchases (they buy 
310,000 kinds) to elimination of competing 
utes.

Apart from this, they have many inter- 
esting projects on their plate. One of 
these is to find away of enticing pass- 
engers back from the airlines, but only on 
the dense "corridors", It has been a 
cepted by railroads that they cannot com- 
pete with airlines (for passengers) on the 
long haul routes. The famous "Twentieth 
Century Limited" made its last run in Dec- 
ember last. The Californian "Zephyr" is 
on the way out. Southern Pacific's "Lark" 
services, running between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, are running with a crew of 
21 per train to carry an average of two 
busloads of people, whilst the airlines on 
that section offer 10,000 seats daily! 


Railroads have far greater potential to 
improve travelling time between cities 
separated by about 200 miles maximun, as 
most of the airline times at these dis- 
tances, are made up of airport travelling 
and loading times. 


The Penn Central has allotted $45,000, - 
O00. of its own funds in addition to $11,- 
000,000. from the U.S. Department of Trans- 
port to set up ae fast service between 
Washington and New York. Track and trains 
have been built already and test trains 
are running at speeds up to 150 m.p.h. It 
is anticipated that service running times 
could be cut from the present four hours 
to little over two hours. This would at 
least equal airline times. 


Most of the dollars earned however, 
will be from freight hauling, for a long 
time yet. Big improvements are aimed in 
this direction. The N. and W. recently 
ran a 5S00-car freight train using six 
locos, radio-controlled from one engineer. 
In January this year, Sante Fe started a. 
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"Super C" freight service from Chicago to 
Los Angeles in 344 hours, which is five 
hours faster than the famous "Super Chief". 
You can now "Rent-a-train" - 86 car train 
for $1,000,000. a year, and run it as of- 
ten as you like’ Railroads are advertis- 
ing that they can cut the European deliv- 
eries to the Far East by freighting in con- 
tainers - ship-rail-ship, in 28 days 
against 44 days ‘by ship all the way via 
the Panama Canal. 


By now, the new Penn Central has prob- 
ably chosen'a new colour scheme, or at 
least a new herald, so all of you pre-merg- 
er Pennsy and N.Y.C. enthusiasts will have 
to get busy with the Decals (or run a vin- 
tage railroad!) You modellers of other 
lines need not laugh either. You can 
rest assured that many other mergers are 
on the way, several in an advanced stage 
of development.

- Do buy an "uncontrolled" 12 volt D.C. 
power supply, rather than a full power 
supply with combined speed and reverse 
knob on top. The current output should 
be at least 1-1/2 amps, and preferably 
more. You will enjoy the following 
advantages:- 


(a) The bulky part of the whole supply 
and control system can be kept off the 
layout - underneath - on the floor, 
wall, etc. 


(b) 230 volt wiring is kept well away 
from the layout which is convenient 
and safer. 


can be of the full 360 degree 
range type, instead of the more usual 
"centre off" types. This, the scheme 
which uses separate reversing control, 
is closer to the prototype, and will 
allow you to have "reverse loops" in 
your layout.

(d) You can make the speed and re- 
versing controls yourself, which will 
be cheaper to build and maintain. An 
article on construction of awell prov- 
en controller will appear shortly. 


You may ask why the minimum of 1-1/2 
amps? Well, 1-1/2 amps is the small- 
est power supply which will run two 
trains without overloading the supply, 
and it is good business to plan for 
two trains running simultaneously. The 
extra cost of the larger supply is far 
less than that of a second supply lat- 
er. A 2 or 3 amp supply is even bet- 
ter, as it will either run more’ than 
two trains, or give better regulatim. 
A power supply is said to have "good 
regulation" when the starting of a 
second train does not visibly affect 
the running of the first train. 


Summing up, a medium layout (two trains 
running) needs at least 1-1/2 amps.A 
large layout (4 - 6 trains running) is 
best served by a system known as "split. 
potential" which requires two separate 
power supplies each with an output of 
2 to 3 amps, so this first power sup~_ 
ply can serve you for life, if your 
choice is wise. 


As soon as you buy that second train 


or loco, having put quite a deal of 
thought into the track layout, do use 
the "twin cab" type of control. This

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A Basic Problem Solved 


This topical article is a reprint from Journal = November 


Number one problem for most of us is 
money, but don't get the idea thatI am go- 
ing to solve that one; however, surely 
number two problem is space. My space 
problem was a typical one and you may be 
interested in my solution. I live in a 
house, I have a garage and a car lives in 
the garage; above the car there was space, 
and what is more, 18 feet by 10 feet of it. 
This surely showed possibilities for quite 


a fair sized 006 layout, if only I could 
arrange some economical lifting arrange 
ment. 

The problem resolved itself into two 


sections, one of which wasa suitable cable 
and pulley system and the other a suitable 
winch. After wasting money on verandah 
cord, the first part of the problem was 
finally overcome by using 1/4" wire rope 
obtained from a marine supply store. These 
people measure rope by circumference, so 
this 1/4" wire rope is actually only about 
3/32" diameter. It has a great many 
strands,is used for launching gliders, has 
a breaking strain of about 10 tons and is 
rust-proofed. It is flexible enough to 
pass easily around ai1/2" radius curve. 
I paid 1/~ per yard for mine. 


I finished off the layout ends ofmy wire 
by passing it around thimbles, which cost 
only a few pence at the same place. In- 
stead of paying for costly splicing, I made 
tiny plates of 1/8" steel, 1/2" x 1/4", 
with two 3/32" holes about 1/4" apart. I 
passed the end of the wire through one hole, 
around the thimble, through the other hole, 
and then knotted the end. Surely nothing 
could be cheaper or safer. These loops are 
then attached to four large cup hooks at 
four points on the sides of the layout, 
which incidentally is 15 feet by 4 feet. 


All pulleys were the smallest type of 
verandah blind pulleys, which were avail- 
able in "side" and "lazy" types for 1/- 
and 3/= each respectively. I knocked the 
axle pins out and replaced them with 1/4" 
bolts, but was told that I was too fussy. 
Here, incidentally, are two tips. The 
pulley frames are cast iron, which does 
not bend, in case you do not know. *Sec- 
ondly, tin the wire rope with solder be- 
fore cutting it or you will be in real 
trouble with frayed ends.
